I have had complaints from quite a lot of people 
about the state of the Dry Drayton bridleway and 
footpath, which is very unpleasant to walk at the 
moment. If you feel strongly about the matter, 
then get in touch with D. D. Parish Council and/ 
or Rural Group, Cambs.

The Wildlife Trust 
Bedfordshire & Cambridgeshire 
Largest Elmwood needs volunteers! 

The Wildlife Trust (Bedfordshire and Cam- 
bridgeshire) needs volunteers to help manage 
Overhall Grove, England's largest elmwood. The 
new work programme means careful tree felling 
and coppicing in gradual stages to enhance the 
wildlife habitats. Volunteers will help to clear out 
the Red Well, a natural red-coloured spring, and 
ponds in the wood. 

Speaking to a packed meeting of local resi- 
' dents in Boxworth, ancient woodland expert Dr. 
| Oliver Rackham told the history of this unique 
wood. "In the 1980's the wood was devastated by 
Dutch elm disease but the wood is now fighting 
back. Unlike other elm woods that have been cut 
down when hit by the disease many of the trees 
have now recovered" he said. 

Overhall Grove, which is 7 miles west of Cam- 
bridge, is also famous for its archaeological monu- 
ment and its thriving badger sett.
